But the chang- 
ed attitude of this distinguished Na- 
tionalist leader is ao more significant 
than that of Mr. J. ‘L. Garvin, probab- 
ly the ablest and most wggressive 
Unionist journalist of ithe day, who 
discusses the question in an article 
which is given a conspicuous place in 
the London Observer. The Capital has 
an apology to anake for an extended 
reference to it. Those who have-fol- 
fowed British politics even casually 
will be able to appreciate all that it 
means, 

(Phe Observer “differs with regret” 
fromits party friends, “including somte 
of the keenest forward spirits in the | 
Unionist party,” nvho urge that the ne- 
gotiations between the two ‘Houses 
should be ‘confined to the narrow Jim- | 
its upon which they split and. that 
failing a settlement a general elec- 
tion be forced on in January “upon 
the strength of an appeal to the ‘coun- 
try to durn out the present Govern- 
ment before the Imperial Conference 
assambles.” It gives some direct if 
unpalatable advice ito the party as to 
its real strength. It refuses “to prime 
itself with Dutch courage” and de- 
clares that unless a change is. made in 
the situation the Unionist party “has 
next to no chance of winning a gen- 
eral clection in January” aud absolute- 
ly no chance sat all of gaining any ana- 
jority sufficient for its purposes.

What of every [imperial 
hope hitherto connected with the 
coming of the Coronation? A third 
defeat of Preference ut the polls, 
even though’ that defeat were once 
more seoured thy the Irish vote-- 
would that tbe a fortunate iprelude to 
the Imperial Conference? With a 
bounding revenue and Invalidity In- 
surance coming on—with a Bill for 
payment of members, to be introduc- 
ed, in all probabjlity, before the next 
election could take place, coupled 
with the practical impossibility that 
the Peers could reject such a Bill, in 
all the circumstances created by the 
Osborne judigment—the present Gov- 
ernment, instead of being dislodged, 
would come back: stronger than ever 
to preside over the Imperial ‘Confer- 
ence dn spite of all. 

Nothing whatever ;would have heen 
done for Preference or ‘Iariff Re- 
form. ‘Then, indeed, the future of 
the Second (Chanrber jwould ibe jeop- 
ardized. Then, indeed, we should 
probably see Home Rule carried and 
other Unionist causes either postpon- 
ed or fost. That is our view of the 
position, and as we see it we are 
bound to:state dt.

A Minature Palace at a London 
Bazar Which Took Five Years 
To Build, 

Lhdy Lansdowne lent Lansdowne 
House recently for the Dolls’ Bazaar 
in London, organized by Lady Bea- 
trix Wilkinson in aid of the endown- 
ment {tnd of ithe St. Nicholas’ Home 
for Crippled Children. 

Several stalls were given wp en- 
tirely to dotds’ millinery frocks and 
furnmitune, as avell as novelties dn the 
shape of dolls’ toys. 

IHundreds of childreyy gatherexd 
cound the stalls, and criticajly exam- 
ined the dolls’ clothes ibxlfore select- 
ing purchases, 

The/millinery stall was a great. at- 
traction, Here were to tbe seer thats 
for Ascot, tthe river ‘Cowes, and the 
Scottish moors, and. sun ‘bonnets, 
while the variety of motoring milti- 
nery and ‘bathimg caps—all for doMs— 
was remarkaible, 

Lady Lansdowne and ther sisters 
Lady Blandsford and Lady Winter- 
ton, superintended the Jittle ‘Wazaar, 
all the stalls in which awere in’ full 
charge af children, among whom were 
wre daughters of the Duchess of De- 
vonshire and Lady Waterford. 

Interest centred round the contents 
of a wonderful dolls’ house. ‘The 
structure is about seven feet square, 
and tt was anade at Wilton House, 
Solisbury, the work occupying five 
years. ‘Captain Wilkinson (Ulster 
King of Arms), who js an expert on 
heraldry and the dine arts, designed 
the “residence,” and carved ‘the splen- 
did ‘oak foldinig doors which connect 
the reception rooms, 

Queen Alexandra opened this dolls’ 
house with a gelden key two years 
ago, when she, with King ldward, 
visited Lord and iLady Pembroke at 
Wilton House. The key was thanded 
to her Majesty iby Gwendolen Wiikin- 
son, ‘the “architect's” htthe daughter. 

The structure, says tho London 
Chronicle, took five years to make 
and the furinshing js not yet finished. 
As far as qosisble, only amtique fur- 
niture, silver and china are used, 
andé (Lady

contents.

Jey. WARMAN DOES LOVE 


TO KNOCK GOVT. ROADS 


Cy Warman, the well-known Cana- |, 


dian author and — publicist for the 
Grand ‘Trunk Pacific Railway, is in 
Edmonton- today. Yesterday, Mr. 


Warman-made a trip. ta tie western 
construction, camps and to a Capital 
reporter this morning, he stated thet 
shis reason for doing so-was to see fat 
himself the conditions. of the camp 
and of the men employed. 

“The railroad construction camps of 
Canada,-in respect of their general 
conditions, the treatment of the mien, 
and the housing facilities, could hardly 
he improved upon, and that applies 
to the Grand Trunk Pacific construc- 
tion camps west of Edmonton,” was 
Mr. Warman’s summing up of the 
conditions as he found them. 

“Tite better you treat men in some 
cases, the more kickers,” continued 
Mr. Warman, “and 1] tell you, and you 
can publish this, that the conditions 
in the western construction camps are 
all that can be desired” 

“But what about the complaints of 
the men that they did not receive their 
money?” asked the reporter. 

“This is due probably to mistakes, 
or to the ignorance of the employees 
of the way in which they should col- 
lect their wages. The system adopted 
by the Grand Trunk Pacific in pay- 
ing their men, is to give them identi- 
fication checks, when they ask for 


funds or leave tke service, which they 
must present at the Edmonton office. 
The Edmonton répresentative of tlic 
company wires to the camp to ascer- 
tain the amount due the men and pays 
them on receipt of-the answer. It 
would be impossible for the G. ‘I. TP. 
to issue checks atthe construction 
camps, as is, done by Folty, Welsh 
and Stewart. 

“Foley, Welsh-and Stewart have no 
regular pay day. ‘Chey give — their 
men funds on application or when 
they are discharged or leave the ser- 
vice, and they pay them by check, 
right there. Can you beat it.’ 


Speaking of the progress of . the 
Grand ‘Trunk Pacific, Mr.. Warman 


stated that the road would be complet- 
ed to the coast in three years. by 
Christmas, he expects that the line un. 
der construction by Foley, Welsh and 
Stewart would reach Prairie Creek, 
while by the spring it would cross the 
Athabasca Rives. 

“T never did believe in government 
railroads,” said Mr. Warman, respect: 
ing the Hudson Bay Railroad, ‘In fact 
it is a hobby of mine to knock govern- 
ment railroads. 1 think. the MHudson 
Bay Railroad is a crazy idea, iniprac- 
ticable, and a pipe dream. That is my 
own idea, mind, I am speaking for my- 
self and not for the Grand ‘Trunk Pa- 
cific.”
